French President, But Failed to Hit 


H i m — Offered No Resistance When 


Officers Placed Him 
U n d e r Arrest. 


Paris, July 1 5 —T he national fete 
Sunday f i s m arked by a dastardly a t­ 
tem pt on the life 
of President Fai­ 
l u r e s by Leon Mall lee, 
a naval re­ 
servist of Havre, who it is believed is 
suffering from the m ania of persecu­ 
tion 
Maillee fired two shots at the 
president, hut did not hit him. 
He 
w'as at once placed under arrest. 
On account of the activity of the 
anti-militarists, who tried to organize 
a 
demonstration against 
the arm y 
throughout France Sunday, exception­ 
al precautions 
were taken 
to safe­ 
guard President 
Fallteres. 
T he a t ­ 
tem pt on his life occurred on Avenue 
Des Champs Elysees while the presi­ 
dent was returning to the palace from 
Longchamps, where he had reviewed 
the garrison of Paris in the presence 
of 25b,OOO enthusiastic people. 
Pre­ 
mier Clemenceau 
and M 
Lanes, the 
p r e s id e n ts secretary, were with the 
president in his 
landau, which was 
escorted by a squadron of cuirassiers. 
T h e carriage had safely em erged from 
the Boise de Boulogne where the anti- 
militarists had stationed them selves 
with the intention of hooting tile sol­ 
diers and was descending the broad 
Cham ps Elysees amid 
the acclam a­ 
tions 
of the 
crowds thronging 
the 
sidewalks 
who were shouting “ Vive 
FalUeres,” 
“Vive l’a rm e e ,” when at 
the corner of Lesueur street Maillee 
from the curb fired 
two shots point 
blank at tile president in quick suc­ 
cession. 
Na One W as Hit. 


Miraculously no one was hit. Presi­ 
dent Fallteres was cool and collected 
when th e cortege stopped 
Tile diplo­ 
m ats who were following 
the presi­ 
d e n t’s landau alighted from their c a r ­ 
riages and hurried to the side of M. 
Fallieres 
Finding th a t nobody had 
been injured, by the president's or­ 
ders the cortege moved on 
In the 
m ean tim e two policemen seized Mail- 
lee, who m ade no resistance, lint the 
police with difficulty 
prevented the 
irate crewels from lynching the pris­ 
oner until a cordon of reserves came 
up and conducted him to the station. 
T h e re Maillee refused to give any r e a ­ 
sons for his act, saying- 
“T he 
revelations 
I h a v e 
are 
so 
grave and 
serious that r 
will only 
m ake them before a m agistrate for 
transm ission to the chief of state 
It 
is a m a tt e r between th e government 
and 
me. 
I am 
the victim 
of many 
villainies ** 
Some of the witnesses of the shoot­ 
ing say that Maillee fired Into the air. 
It is believed that the man participat­ 
ed in the recent se a m e n ’s strike and 
that his mind had been unhinged by 
fancied grievances, 
lr is believed also 
that Ii*-* aided 
in the 
revolutionary 
ntritaiion of the general federation of 
labor and the anti-militarists. T here 
Is no reason to suspect a plot a- Mail- 
lee only arrived here from Rouen Sat­ 
urday night. 
Made a Rambling Statem ent. 


Maillee a pi teared before an ex a m in ­ 
ing m a g istra te Sunday night and the 
authorities 
succeeded in 
extracting 
from him only a ram bling s t a t e m e n t 
about

(Minton, Stephen D ecatur and others 
of the sam e type, but now here on til is 
continent w a s it so m uch an establish­ 
ed institution tis in th a t peculiarly ro­ 
mantic old city of New Orleans. 
It 
w as woven into the very fabric of the 
life of the com m unity, and m any a 
crum bling tom bstone in the a n tiq u a t­ 
ed creole cem eteries bears grim and 
silent w itness to the fact. though to 
understand the situation more clearly 
one should breathe, so to speak, the 
atm osphere of the period. 
M. A ugustin, w ho a fte rw a rd tieeaiue 
a district judge and general of the 
Louisiana legion, w as the victor in 
several encounters iu which the tem ­ 
per of the period caused him to l*e en­ 
gaged.

ed w a s the code of etiquette, especial­ 
ly in tin* presence of ladies. 
They fought at T he Oaks, aud as

Grailhe, 
w ho w as 
high 
strung and hot blooded—doubly so u n ­ 
der the stress of w h a t be regarded as 
a grievous provocation—Kist his tem ­ 
per an d furiously charged his an tag o ­ 
nist. 
Augustin, on the contrary, w as 
cool. collected and agile, p a rrying each 
savage th ru st until by a tem ps (barret 
(sudden pausei. judiciously interpolat­ 
ed Into a vicious lunge of G railhe’s, 
be pierced 
him 
through 
the 
chest. 
G railhe, w ith one of his lungs per­ 
forated. rem ained for a long tim e hov­ 
ering betw een life and death, and w hen 
at last lie did come out of his room 
tie w as bowed like an octogenarian. 
It w as now only a question of time 
for the w ounded man. a* an internal 
abscess had formed where it could not 
tie r e a d i e d — surgery then was not w h a t 
it is now —and the doctors despaired of 
saving him. 
Some tim e after he had 
beeu up and about a quarrel w ith ( clo­ 
u d M andeville de Mangily resulted in 
his challenging th a t distinguished citi­ 
zen. 
This duel w as also fought at T he 
Oaks, lint a* G railhe w as too weak to 
do him self justice with a sword the 
w eapons chosen w ere pistols, at ti. teen 
paces, each to have* tw o sheds, a d \u n c e 
five paces and tire nt will. 
A t the 
first sh»»t, tired simultaneously, the un­ 
fo rtu nate m an fell forward, pierced 
by His a dv ersary’s bullet, which had 
entered the exact place of his form er 
and yet unhealed wound. 
Mangily, 
w ith pistol in hand and as placid as 
a m arble statue, advanced to the u t­ 
most lim it m arked out, w hen G railhe, 
who w as suffering greatly, exclaim ed: 
“F ire again. 
You have another shot." 
W ith grave dignity M angily raised 
ins pistol above his head aud fired iuto 
the air. saying w ith frigid politeness, 
“I never strike a fallen foe.” 
More dead than alive, the stricken 
duelist w a s carried home by his friends 
aud consigned to th e care of his p hy­ 
sicians; but, instead of sinking rapidly, 
<iH w as ex pee ted. lie really began to 
m end aud by the following m orning 
w as m uch Improved. 
The ball had 
p enetrated to the abscess which had 
th reatened his life and m ade an exit 
for its poisonous accum ulations. 
Some 
tim e a fte rw a rd he w alked out of his 
room as erect as ever and soon re­ 
gained his health and stately bearing.

THE SPEAKER'S MACE. 


Origin 
of the 
Emblem 
of 
Authority 
Used In Congress. 
At th** right of the speaker's desk 
in the hall of tile bouse of represent­ 
atives iii the capite,I at Washington 
stands 
a 
large 
cylindrical 
pedestal 
made of highly polished green marble. 
When fie* house is called to order 
each day, the sergeant at arms or one 
of his deputies places up«»n the pedes­ 
tal the mace, which Is the symbol of 
authority in the house 
When the body 
adjourns lie removes lf and keeps It in 
safety until th'* house meets again. 
This mace is of very ancient and 
honorable origin. 
Ender tile old Ho­ 
man republic the magistrates passed 
rn foot from one p lace to another ad­ 
ministering Justice, trying public of­ 
fenders and Imposing penalties 
E a ch of these magistrates was at­ 
tend ed by a small body of men known 
as lictors, whose duty It was to make 
way for the officers of the law, pre- 
ferve order, make arrests and inflict 
punishment on condemned citizens. 
Each of these lictors carried with 
him a hunch of rods tied together 
with thongs and having an ax bound 
to the outside of It. 
The thongs were 
used for scourging and the ax for 
beheading 
Sentences Imposed by the 
magistrates were at once carried out. 
Those bundles of rods were known as 
fasces 
When the Romans conquered 
Britain the use of th** fasces as a sym ­ 
bol was brought with them, and many 
other Roman customs remained with 
the British people. 
While It was no longer used for In­ 
flicting punishment, It. continued to he 
used as a symbol by the early English 
magistrates, and when an officer ap­ 
peared carrying the fasces his au­ 
thority was Immediately accepted by 
all. 
It was 
In effect, his badge of 
o ffice 
T h e English form of the fasces was 
slightly changed In that the ax was 
placed Inside of the bundle of rods. 
with the Made protruding from the 
top. 
Tin* 
great 
councils 
of 
the early 
Saxons gradually developed Into one 
general Didy, which in the fourteenth 
century became known as the house 
of commons. 
In all these earlier coun­ 
cils the use cf the fasces was con­ 
tinued. but it then came to be known 
as the mace, which has remained as 
the emblem of legislative authority in 
that tx aly down to tho present day. 
The house of representatives of the 
En I ted States 
was 
modeled 
clo sely 
after the house of commons by the 
framers of our constitution, ami the 
usage of the mace was borrowed from 
the English custom. 
The first m ace adopted by the house 
was destroyed by fire when the Brit­ 
ish burned tho capitol iii 1*14. 
From 
Is l! until l'G'J a mace of painted wood 
did service, but In the latter year the 
present mace was made after the model 
of the original one —Cleveland Plain

tins poison iii tobacco smoke is minute. 
The oily m atter which accumulates iu 
a tobacco pipe Is highly poisonous, but 
does not contain any appreciable quan­ 
tity of nicotine, the chief constituent 
of this residue being a very poisonous 
oil known as pyridine. Tobacco smoke 
contains a decided quantity of car­ 
bon monoxide, which Is a preservative 
and 
which must possess germicidal 
properties. 
One of the principal con­ 
stituents accounting for the germicidal 
properties of tobacco smoke Is the pow­

antiseptic 
formaldehyde
